HUERTA’S FOAER GRUM?L'NG 


Wilson Renews Demand For Immedi- 
‘ate Currency Legislation—Pleads For 
Farmer—Sherman Anti-Trust Law 
Should Be Plainer—Direct Primary 
On President Advocated 


President Wilson read his first an- 
nual message to congress, at a joint 
session of both branches in the house 
chamber. The message, among the 
briefest of documents of its kind from 
any president, required less than 
thirty minutes for reading, though it 
treated upon a variety of subiects. 
The Mexican situation President Wil- 
son disinissed with brief comment, 
reiterating the sentiments he ex- 
pressed in a special address to con- 
gress cn the sane subject some time 
ago, and expressing the belief that the 
Huerta government slowly was crum- 
bling and that the United States prob- 
ably would not be obliged to alter its 
policy of waiting. 

No program for trust legislation was 
presented, further than mention of the 
éesiralmlity of am early amendment to 
the Sherman law “to prevent private 
monopoly more effectually than it hag 
yet been prevented,” and an an- 
nouncement that the president would 
Tater address a svecial message to 
congress dealing sclely with that sub- 
ject. 

Building of Alaskan railways which 
the president endorsed; the need for 
concentration by the senate on the 
pending curreticy bill which he ém- 
phasized; urged necessity of rural 
credit legislation, self-government for 
Porto Rico and Hawail; ultimate inde- 
pendence for the Philippines, a policy 
of “common counsel and conference” 
between the federal government and 
the states on the conservation ques- 
tion, and a revision of the system of 
primary elections, 
principal features ‘of the president's 
address. .For details of the govern- 
ment’s business the president referred 
congress: to the annual reports of his 
cabinet officers. 

Mr. Wilson presented a suggestion 
that legislation be promptly enacted 
providing. for primary elections 
throughout the country, at which the 
voters of, the several... parties, “may 
choose their nominees for the presi- 
dency, without the intervention of 
nominating conventions.” 

Party conventions, the president 
urged, should be retained, “but only 
for the purpose of declaring and ac- 
cepting the verdict of the primaries 
and formulating the platform of the 
parties.” 

The, president suggested moreover 
that the delegates consist of the nom- 
inees for congress, the nominees for 
the vacant seats in the senate, the 
senators whose terms have not yet 
closed, the national committees and 
the cand‘dates for the presidency 
themselves, in order, that platforms 
may be franed by those responsible 
to the people for carrying them into 
effect. That is essentially the system 
which Wilson introduced in New Jer- 
Sey state conventions. 

The president referred to the need 
of administrating the Hawaiian is- 
lands, the Philippines and Porto 
Rico “for the people who live in them” 
and not for selfish exploitation. ‘He 
advocated self-government for the Ha- 
waiian and Porto Rican territories and 
urged that the United States go a step 
further with the Philippines, “hold- 
ing steadily in view their ultimate in- 
dependence.”

Heroic rescues by firemen and po- 
lice alike saved scores from a terrible 
death. Many saved themselves by 
jumping trom windows into life nets 
that had been hastily spread by the 
firemen. ‘Some were taken down lad- 
ders, while others hurled themselves 
through windows to the pavements re- 
gardiess of the encouraging shouts of 
the firemen, driven frantic by the 
cries of those penned in behind them, 
who pushed them forward to what 
seemed ah almost’ sure death. 

Of the’ dead few will ever ‘be identi- 
tied. They were from the lower straits 
of human lite, many of them street 
pedlers; beggars and panhandlers. 

Only in the rear of the building was 
To those who 
4 glept nearest the windows leading out. 
‘td this an avenue was offered, but to 
‘those who occupied bunks and cubicles 
‘On thé tront and sides of the build- 

‘there was no escape. 

‘Most’ of those burned to death were 
taken ‘from the top floor, where the 
bunks are double-tiered, set in large, 
dormitory-like rooms. These men 
died like ‘rats in’a trap, most of the 
bodies being burned to cinder. 

The Hotel Arcadia was a 16-cent 
lodging hotise. Several repairs had 
been recently completed. Throughout 
the four upper floors of the five-story 
structure, of which only the outside 


walls were brick, frail @vooden parti- 
tions divided the little cg!-like rooms, 
except on the top floor,Bwhere it was 


an open dormitory. Th@ffiames licked 
up vhese frail partigions.and the ex- 
celsior filled mattresses as fire eats up 
dry hay.

Hold Successful Indian Festival ' 


at South Church 
Those who visited the South church 


vestries on Tuesday: afternoon and | 
| rector of the Church of the Messiah, 


evening were.treated to a very inter- 
esting and unique entertainment given 
under the auspices of the Courteous | 
circle of King’s daughters, and called 
an “Indian Festival.” 

From the instant one entered the 
doors ’of the church and inhaled the 
fragrant pine odor within, one forgot 
his ordinary surrounding, for he im- 
mediately found himself in the midst 
of an'Indian village, with tiny tepees 
showing among the thick pine boughs, 
and with dark and swarthy squaws 
moving hither and thither. To be 
sure, in many cases the squaws had 
certain familiar actions and intona- 
tions that fringed dresses, head bands, 
feathers, braided hair and paint, could 
not entirely dissemble, but these char- 
acteristics made the members of the 
tribe, who were known as the “Etrou- 
cous” all the more interesting to the 
many palefaces present. 

During the.afternoon the squaws 
and several lithe young maidens were 
most in evidence, supplying the wants 
of the various guests who had come 
to their village, and in true squaw- 
like fashion, preparing for the coming 
of the braves and chieftains who were 
expected in the evening. And that 
work of preparation was by no means 
light, for it involved the settling of 
an entire village within a compara- 
tively few hours, in a place which had 
few Indian propensities. The Etrou- 
cous women, ‘however, were full of 
courage and undaunted, and assisted 
by some of their young men accom- 
plished their task most satisfactorily. 

In one corner of the village where 
the pine boughs hung thickest and the * 
odor was the sweetest, the Indian 
women had spread out their handi- 
work for sale and exhibit. Some ot 
the beadwork, baskets, etc., were the 
work: of the Etroucous themselves, 
while the remainder was made up o1 
the beautiful and costly work of the 
Indians in the Reservation in the far 
West. These excited much admiring ‘ 
comment from the visitors, many oi 
whom carried away with them various 
souvenirs. 

Among those who loaned their 
treasurés for exhibition, special praise 
was given to Ne-gah-bin-ace, or, 
“Leading Bird” (Prof. Moorehead) of 
the ancient school on the hill, who 
with great generosity loaned many 
articles of value from the school’s 
fine collection.

In the evening the braves arrived 
and a procession of over torty men, 
women and chiidren was formed, led 
by the tall and sinewy chiettain re- 
splendent in his feathered head-dress 
and beaded garments. iter the 
march, Pe-ahm-e-squéet. or “Floating 
Cloud, » the full-blood Chippewa in- 
dian girl, entertained the audience 
with an explanation and enactment of 
the Indian Harvest ceremoniais, ‘with 
bits of her own life story and the his- 
tory of her people, and a recital of 
some of the quaint and curious In-. 
dian: tales and legends. Miss Mayes 
has appeared on several previous oc- 
casions in Andover, much to the de- 
light .of her audiences, Her enter- 
teinment on Tuesday night was en- 
tirely new to Andover, however, and 
was greatly enjoyed by both her old 
and new admirers, Following the en- 
tertainment the visit of the Indians 
was brought to a close with a social 
good time.

Hege let me mention the new. orders 
tor schools to play the soccer foot- 
ball game and leave the rush and 
Rugby game to men who can afford 
to get crippled for life. I have no 
sympathy for men who willingly go 
into battle and get shot, and f have 
the same feeling when I read of 
Harvard's infirmary crippled squad or 
Yale’s football team having several 
wounded and maimed players, Our 
boasted civilization and culture is 
Simply a farce in the estimation of 
the Spaniard or Mexican who only 
sees a bull or a man killed at his 
favorite diversion. Note well that I 
am not saying that the British soccer 
football game is a heavenly Pastime 
and the rush gamé an invention of a 
person called Satan. All I contend 
for is that, there is healthy out-door

Most of the papers 
in this part are somewhat technical in 
character; but a number of them in- 
clude valuable suggestions for the 
practical man, 


fertilizer materials for a wide variety 
of crops, and there are a number. of 
papers which will be of particular 
interest to florists and hothouse 
growers, Papers on various causes 
of injury to shade trees, the value of 
plain and molasses beet pulp, the 
value of oats for milk production, 
effects of fertilizers on the growth 
and composition of asparagus ragts, 
and a number of papers bearing upon 
the cranberry industry are among 
other of the more practical articles 
in Part 1. 

Part 2 presents in popular form the 
results of a number of investigations 
and practical advice based on these 
results.

An appreciative audience at the 
Phillips Academy Church listened 
last night to a lecture, part of which 
was illustrated by interesting slides, | 
given by Dr. Rustom Rustomjee, an | 
Indian Parsee who is lecturing in dif- 
ferent parts of this country’ Dr. 


Rustomjee discussed a broad subject, | 


taking up three phases of it as fol- 
lows: the problems of India, the un- 
rest in India, and the -women of India. 

Regarding the problems of his 
country, Dr. Rustomjee stated that 
they are much more complex and vast 
than those of the United States, that 
they include an external problem, or 
the relation of India with the ever- 
advancing European powers; the 
land revente, through which Great 
Britain secures the greatest part of 
her revenue from India; the educa- 
tional problem, made serious by the 
great variety of religious differences, 
and the numerous languages spoken; 
and the general questions of admin- 
istration of some 350 millions. of 


1 people. 


Dr. Rustomjee classified the popu- 


lation of the country as follows: 65 
millions of the total of 350 are Mo- 
hammedans, 75 millfons are not gov- 
erned by England but are controlled 
by princes and rajahs, and 85 per 
cent are agricultural. He declared 
that up.to a very short time ago the 
Mohammedans had had no part 
whatever in the unrest in India, and 
had always been the most loyal of 
subjects, but that recently, owing to 
changes in the policy of Great 
Britain, numbers of them have be- 
come affected by the spirit of the ex- 
tremists and anarchists. He contra- 
dicted the general supposition that 
the country is teeming with revolt 
and insurrection, and said that all of 
the unrest had been fostered chiefly 
by certain extremists, and had been 
confined to three principal centers in 
the country. 

In regard to the women of India, 
Dr. Rustomjee spoke rather frag- 
mentarily, and showed more clearly 
by his pictures than in words their 
sad condition. » a i 

Dr. Rustomjee was attired in his 


Parsee costume and spoke in a pleas- 
ing manner. He is editor of the 
Oriental Review of Bombay.
